B ut we 
m u st rem em ber th a t a t th is m om ent 
peace In Europe Is in as precarious 
position as a tight-roi** w alker over 
N iagara Falls with a kitchen-range 
on his back If any one of Hic Big 
T h ree so m uch as flipped a hostile 
bean. there would be an o th e r war. 
Feace depends on th eir solidarity, 
and we m ust leave affairs in their 
h an d s right now 
As a m atter of fart, this is a very 
poor tim e to dispute the issue. 
In any event, there are two good 
argum ents for protracted peace. O ne 
is th a t the whole world is so ex ­ 
hau sted th a t it needs rehabilitatio n 
over a long period; the o th er is th a t 
the two great aggressor n atio n s will 
be knocked out and we can sit on 
th eir heads for half a century if 
necessary—maybe longer. 
So. if the sm all countries adopt 
th e practical viewjioint, and accept 
the Big Five as a beneficient g u ard ­ 
ianship, th ere’s no reason at all why 
th e new peace organization shouldn’t 
work. W holehearted cooperation all 
around will turn the trick.
